New Aid Published 


With library development expanding in the state of Arizona, book 
collection growth and enrichment will be reflected in public card 
catalog enlargement, and resulting filing complications. A new aid, 
just published, may be of help to many of our growing libraries. It is 
BASIC FILING RULES FOR MEDIUM-SIZED LIBRARIES, a filing 
code for catalogs of 120 to 2000 trays, by Gertrude Moakley, New 
York, The William-Frederick Press, 1957. Price $2.00. 

Miss Moakley is a Senior Librarian in charge of filing, Circulation 
Dept., New York Public Library. The author proposes these rules as 
commonsense practice, which of course, will not find agreement in 
total. I am happy she advocates word-by-word filing, but I for one do 
not support disregard of punctuation in the case of general subject 
headings, e.g., filing commas and parentheses as if they were dashes, 
nor do I recommend filing time subdivisions before other subdivisions. 

Filing and card catalog management are most difficult responsibili- 
ties, and perhaps one of the most professional duties performed. This 
tool may be “confusion proof” but not necessarily. satisfactory ‘in pro- 
ducing a well integrated and consistent catalog.

Executive Board Meeting 


SATURDAY, MAY 18, 1957, 10:00 A. M. 
UNIVERSITY OF ARIZONA LIBRARY, TUCSON 
Present 

Bennett, Schneider, Gondek, Anderson, Lindgren, Keuhl, Hudgins, 
Batchelor, Welcome, Lindsey, Thomas, Yoder, and Simonson. Absent: 
Jensen. 

The minutes of the special board meeting held in Scottsdale on 26 
April 1957 were read and approved. 

The Treasurer's final report for 1956-57 was submitted, showing a 
balance of $1362.85 as of 17 May 1957. 

Jennie Welcome, Federal Relations Coordinator, urgently requested 
that letters be written to Senator Hayden, asking favorable action on 
a $7'/-million appropriation for the Library Services Act program. 
Convention for 1958 

In response to an apparent demand for a longer convention program 
in 1958, it was*decided that the convention in Tucson would begin on 
Friday morning, April 11th, and after a heavy concentration of pro- 
gramming on Saturday for school librarians (ASLA’s largest single 
group), end with an informal breakfast session on Sunday, April 13th. 
General convention co-chairmen will be Donald M. Powell and and 
Gertrude Keuhl. Other chairmen are to be named shortly. The pos- 
sibility of increasing exhibitors’ fees was discusseed favorably, and 
the Secretary was instructed to write to officers of neighboring state 
library associations in an effort to discover what fee amounts are 
typical in the region. 

School Libraries Committee 

Mrs. Lindsey reported on her conversation with Dr. Lillian John- 
ston, of the State Department of Education, concerning the compila- 
tion of a supplement to the state booklist. She further reported that 
at the school librarians’ luncheon at AEA Convention last November, 
a negative vote on this subject had been taken. Frank Schneider moved 
that the Executive Board concur with the action taken by the school 
librarians, by declining to participate in compiling a booklist supple- 
ment. Motion was seconded and carried unanimously. 

Harold Batchelor moved that the Board go on record as deploring 
statements and actions of the Phoenix Union School District board 
members and administrative officers, indicating the relatively low status 
of librarians in their professional roles of responsibility. Motion was 
seconded and carried unanimously. 

Mrs. Lindsey suggested that, in the interests of more equitably repre- 
senting the interests of elementary school librarians,-the School Libraries 
Committee be enlarged from three to five, and that two more ele- 
mentary school librarians be appointed to it.

Public Libraries Committee 

Mrs. Thomas reported six definite reservations for the Workshop to 
be held at the University of Arizona June 3-6, and that more are 
expected. Plans for the workshop were reported to be virtually com- 
plete. 

Recruitment Committee 

Miss Yoder discussed plans for distributing 1000 copies each of 
four brochures acquired during the past year. This activity is scheduled 
for early autumn, and is aimed at reaching key school personnel all 
over Arizona. 

The President read a letter from Mrs. Emalee Philpott, librarian, 
Thatcher High School, proposing ASLA sponsorship of a “junior 
ASLA”’ for student library assistants. It was the apparent consensus 
of the Board that the proposal had merit, and the Recruitment Com- 
mittee and the School Libraries Committee were charged with explor- 
ing the feasibility of the proposal and making recommendations to 
the Board later on. 

Membership Committee 
Frank Schneider reported that a record-breaking 193 members have

Public Relations Committee 

The President suggested the possible advisability of establishing a 
new committee to promote public relations activities of ASLA. The 
idea met with favor, and the President announced his intention of 
appointing effective members to the committee. 


Resignation 

The President announced that Miss Marguerite Pasquale has asked 
that her resignation from the office of 2nd Vice-President, submitted 
last August but turned down by the Board in favor of appointing an 
Acting 2nd Vice-President, now be definitely accepted. Jane Hudgins 
moved acceptance of this resignation. Motion was seconded and carried 
unanimously. 

Mrs. Gondek announced that copy for the Spring issue of ARIZONA 
LIBRARIAN had been delivered to the printers, and that a publication 
date of June 1 was assured. She also discussed briefly the policies of 
the ASLA official publication. 


ASLA Councilors 

Miss Hudgins announced her plans to attend meetings of the ALA 
Council at the Kansas City Conference in June. Mr. Batchelor dis- 
cussed briefly the obligations of ASLA as a chapter of SWLA, and 
reported that he is serving as Arizona reporter for the SWLA News- 
letter. 


Arizona Book Week — National Book Week 

Discussion of earlier plans for establishing an Arizona Book Week, 
together with projected plans for National Book Week, led to con- 
sensus that ASLA should participate actively in the observance of the 
latter, scheduled for March 16-22, 1958, with the idea of preparing 
for an Arizona Book Week to run concurrently in the following year, 
and that a State Chairman be appointed to organize NBW activities in 
Arizona.

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Extension Service in Action 


By CATHERINE S. CHADWICK 


The Extension Service of the Arizona Department of Library and 
Archives is moving on apace toward the goal of library service — TOP 
library service — for every Arizonan no matter in what isolated com- 
munity or ranch he may dwell. Implementing the service are two beau- 
tiful blue and white bookmobiles, each holding approximately 1200 
units of library service — books, magazines, records, films, film strips 
and mounted pictures and slides. The bookmobiles stop at the post- 
office in communities where there is no library. Libraries wishing to 
cooperate in the program are offered collections of books and other 
materials on a long-term basis for the basic conference collections, 
three months for short-term loans, and a month for special requests. 
The library is affiliated with the Bibliographic Center in Denver and 
with other libraries in Arizona, so that requests can be channeled to 
locate material not held in the library. The resources of the Depart- 
ment of Library and Archives collections in history, law, government 
and sociology are also available for use in answering reference ques- 
tions. 

One workshdp for the public librarians in the state sponsored by 
the Arizona State Library Association, the Tucson Public Library and 
the University of Arizona drew over 30 librarians to Tucson in June.

Another, sponsored by the Extension Service, the Flagstaff Public 
Library and the State College at Flagstaff is to be held October 18 
and 19 in Flagstaff, and hopes to attract another large group of 
librarians unable to attend the southern meeting. Other workshops, 
planned to be practical and helpful to the local librarians and library 
boards will be held later in other areas of the state. 

The bookmobiles and their services are being widely publicized all 
over the state, and the recognition of the value of the service is over- 
whelming. People come out amazed to find that they can get books, 
records, and library materials so easily and free of charge. Many of 
the small libraries are using the materials in summer reading programs 
for the children in the community, a feature rapidly growing among 
the libraries. 

In Arizona we feel that we are just at the beginning of the develop- 
ment of a service we hope to make SUPERIOR by any standards. 
The funds were received in the state in April, and the first books 
ordered then. The library holdings now include around 12,000 books, 
processed and cataloged, films, records, pictures, and other audio- 
visual materials now in the process of cataloging. An audio-visual 
circuit is planned for the winter months for the use of the clubs and 
individuals wishing them in club programs. They will be supplied 
through the libraries, where there are libraries, and directly otherwise. 
The official newsletter of the Service, called the ROADRUNNER, will 
be issued beginning in September. Mrs. Alice B. Good, Director of 
the Department of Library and Archives, is in charge of the program. 
Mrs. Catherine S$. Chadwick is Extension Librarian, and Mrs. Lois C. 
Magee is Assistant Librarian. A staff of 12 full-time and part-time 
assistants carry on the work at 1619 W. Washington, Phoenix. 


Arizona Books 1957

FOR YOUNG PEOPLE 


Of unusual interest for children around the third and fourth 
grade level is a series of four books on the Arizona Indians issued 
by the Melmont Publishers of Los Angeles. 

Two of the titles, A Day with Honau, a Hopi Indian Boy ($2.00) 
and its counterpart A Day with Poli, a Hopi Indian Girl ($2.00) 
are written by Harry C. James and illustrated by Tucsonan Don 
Perceval. Botn volumes, in picture and story, show something of the 
everyday life of the Hopi Indian. 

The Little Indian Basket Maker, by Ann Nolan Clark ($2.25), 
similar in style and format to the author's The Little Indian Potter) 
Maker (1955, $2.25), concerns a little Papago girl of Arizona. The 
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illustrations, in color, are done by Harrison Begay, the well-known 
Navajo Indian artist. 

The simple style and colorful pictures of all four books make 
them outstanding as a means of combining entertainment and educa- 
tion into the way of life of an Indian child. 


Still another book on the Southwest Indians to be enjoyed by 
children in grades 3-6 is Hah-nee of the Cliff-dwellers, by Mary and 
Conrad Buff. (Boston: Houghton, $3.00). It is a story of the ancient 
cliff-dwellers during the great drought of the 13th century, told with 
much drama and vividly illustrated in color and in black and white. 


For the Young Adult only one title, Desert Dog, by Jim Kjelgaard 
(New York: Holiday House, $2.75), published late in 1956, can be 
added to the list of Arizona material. This author of many fine dog 
stories has used the Arizona desert as a setting for his story of a 
racing greyhound.

The Library of the Sun 


By JEAN JENSEN 

An unusual and perhaps unique special library is maintained by 
the Association for Applied Solar Energy at 3424 N. Central Avenue 
in Phoenix. Boasting the most complete collection of solar energy 
documents in the world, this library has few “‘live’”’ readers, and even 
fewer books. 

While Phoenix students, writers, and research workers are encour- 
aged to use the library, the bulk of our reference work is done by 
mail, answering requests for information on solar energy utilization 
from members and scientists throughout the world. The mail received 
by the library is a stamp collector's dream, coming from regions as 
diverse as Japan, Argentina, Algeria, and Italy, but, frequently, a 
translator's nightmare. Countries in the ‘‘solar belt’ that are rich in 
sunlight and poor in other fuels, such as Israel or India, are at 
present showing the greatest interest in this field; however, activity 
in this country appears to have increased greatly since the World 
Symposium on Applied Solar Energy was held in Phoenix and 
Tucson in 1955. 

As with most scientific or technical libraries in specialized fields 
today, the solar energy library consists mainly of periodical articles 
and reports from universities, industries, and other research organi- 
zations. Very few books exist on this subject; the most recent ones 
are: 

Proceedings of the World Symposium on Applied Solar Energy, 
Phoenix, Arizona, 1955. Menlo Park, Stanford Research Institute, 
1956. 

Solar Energy Research; ed. by Farrington Daniels and John A. 
Duffie. Madison, University of Wisconsin Press, 1955. 

Wind and Solar Energy; Proceedings of the New Delhi Sympo- 
sium. Paris, UNESCO, 1956. 

Because of the keen interest in solar energy utilization shown by 
Arizona's junior scientists, school librarians will be happy to hear 
that a book explaining solar energy to young people is being .pub- 
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lished by Macmillan this fall. The book, entitled Fabulous Fireball — 
the Story of Solar Energy, is by a Phoenix author, D. S. Halacy, Jr. 

The present solar energy library in Phoenix grew out of a project 
of Stanford Research Institute in Menlo Park, California, to compile 
a comprehensive “directory of world activities and bibliography of 
significant literature.’’ Copies of the majority of the approximately 
2000 items listed in this bibliography, Applied Solar Energy Research 
(SRI, 1955), were obtained and formed the basis of their solar energy 
collection. Early in 1956 this collection of papers was moved to 
Phoenix and established as the Association’s library. Since then, the 
number of items has more than doubled, and is increasing daily. 
Many solar research workers throughout the world cooperate with us 
by sending copies of relevant papers to the library; for other material, 
the library relies on the indexes and large collections of scientific and 
technical periodicals at Arizona State College at Tempe. The original 
bibliography has now been sold out, but a second edition, including 
material published since 1954 and covering earlier papers more com- 
pletely, is being compiled by the library for publication sometime 
this fall. The library also contains a file of solar energy photographs, 
and a photocopying machine which enables it to supply at cost copies 
of any paper contained in the library to Association members and 
others. ; , 

The publishing activities of the Association for Applied Solar 
Energy are centered in the library, and the librarian acts as a part- 
time editor. Many Arizona librarians are already familiar with our 
two periodicals, The Sun at Work, a quarterly newsletter of current 
events in the solar energy field, which lists recent library accessions, 
and The Journal of Solar Energy Science and Engimeering, a technical 
publication containing papers by research workers in the field, abstracts 
of recent papers published elsewhere, and a supplementary directory 
of world activities. 

Phoenix has often been called the solar energy capital of the 
world, and, with the wealth of sunshine at their disposal, it is 
expected that Arizona scientists, students, and weekend amateurs will 
become increasingly active in harnessing this abundant energy supply. 
It is these people that the solar energy library hopes to serve. 
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School Libraries As 
Materials Centers

The school library has traditionally been the materials center for 
the school. The text-book type of instruction which was universal half 
a century ago required little more than reference books and classic 
novels for book reports for English courses. Gradually the philosophy 
of our educational systems changed, broadening their aims and meth- 
ods. The library, being an integral part of the school, changed 
philosophy and physical appearance also: the closed stacks became 
open shelves to allow democratic selection of books by students and 
teachers. The book collection became a selection of well-presented 
materials on any subject related to the course of study or to the under- 
standing and growth of students. 


Compulsory education laws and the spread of pupil ability and 
interest in each classroom becoming ever wider, it was increasingly 
important that teachers and students have access to many types of 
materials to make learning an interesting and vital process for young 
people. Information files were established in which were organized 
clippings, pamphlets, and pictures on all subjects to supplement the 
book collection. 

When newer media, such as records, films, filmstrips, radio, and 
television came into use as aids to instruction, it was natural that these 
materials should be housed in the school library or handled through 
that organization as receiving and lending agency for inter-library or 
materials center loans. Here all the materials can be found in a single 
location. Cataloging is centrally accomplished to avoid searching in 
multiple sources, affording a saving in time and effort for the teacher 
or student in need of materials. 


The library is a service center, and its principal purpose — its only 
justification for existence — is to provide good learning experiences. 
The librarian is a teacher — offering tools, materials, and ideas, and 
constantly teaching their use to individuals and to groups of students 
and teachers. It is he to whom the principal delegates the responsibility 
for final selection of materials, for their administration and effective 
use by the instructional staff and students. 


A constant evaluating of the strengths and limitations of the library 
facilities is necessary. A sound procedure for such evaluation is one of 
cooperation of the librarian with the faculty, with the addition of the 
services of a librarian from another materials center when practicable. 
It is frequently advisable to evaluate only a part of the program each 
year. The materials collection may well be scrutinized frequently, 
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making an effort to evaluate not only the existing collections, but also 
the procedures by which books and non-book materials are selected. 


A written statement of selection policies and procedures will aid 
the librarian and others concerned with selection, to understand spe- 
cific duties and limitations. Such a statement, when published, increases 
the confidence of the community in its school’s policies. The basic 
principles for evaluation of books apply also to non-book materials. 
Accuracy, authoritativeness, balance, integrity, and timeliness apply 
equally to motion picture films and to books. 

Teachers should have a strong voice in the selection of materials. 
Their knowledge of the students and the familiarity with library 
materials thus acquired enable them to use the materials to advantage 
and to help students realize that the library is the source of materials 
to help in solving all problems, classroom and personal. 

Stimulating and helping teachers and pupils make the most of 
instructional resources and serving as a resource person in curriculum 
planning groups, assisting in producing syllabuses and bibliographies 
of pertinent materials are all a part of the librarian’s job. Producing 
displays, making the library an attractive laboratory in which to work, 
training assistants, cataloging and organizing materials for use, and 
assisting in insérvice education of the instructional staff are important, 
if an effective service is accomplished. The classroom teacher should 
not have to be bothered with the details of supply, records, mainte- 
nance of materials and equipment. These services can be performed 
by a clerical staff under the supervision of the librarian. 

A time and motion study of the librarian’s activities might prove 
helpful as a self-study, as a basis for improvement of services, and as 
a means of proving or disproving the need for additional personnel. 


As teachers make greater demands for non-book materials, it be- 
comes increasingly important that these mateigals are not segregated 
or dissociated from books. “We give our readers not wax, not phono- 
graphs, but the spoken word — the poem, the story, the drama told 
aloud. We give them not film, not projectors and beaded screens, but 
the vision of life re-created for their pleasure and understanding. These 
are the things that books are made of, too, and therein lies real unity. 
When sight and sound are fully accepted in the world of books, when 
the unity of content is fully recognized, we will have better libraries, 
better readers, and better people.”’*
